sinking of the Llban Sunday 


morning places the dead at one hun- 
dred and eighty-seven.

trophe has fllled the city with horror. 


Search for Bodies 
Divers have gone to work on the 


Llban which Is Invisible except for 
the top of Its masts. 
The captains 


of the two boats are severely cen- 
sured for the accident. 
Many of 


the rescued persons have gone In- 
sane. 


Marseilles, France. June 8.--The 


steamers Insulalre and Llban collided 
off this port. The l.lban 
sank, and 


more than 100 of the paasL'iigers and 
crew drowned. 


Both vessel* were passenger steam- 


ers. The l.lban, with 240 passengers, 
sailed on ltn regular trip for Bastla, 
Corsica. 
The Insulalre was coming 


Into port. Marie Island, at the entrance 
of the harbor, hid the steamers from 
each other until It was too late^la 
avoid the collision. 


The Insulalre crashed Into the LI- 


ban's side at full speed, cutting a great 
hole, through which the water poured 
•with a rush. 


The captain of the Lllmn turned the 


steamer and ordering full speed ahead 
began a race for shore, hoping to 
ground his vessel. For seventeen min- 
utes the steamer kept the course and 
then the fore part of the vessel plunged 
under the water and almost In an lu- 
Stant the ship liail disappeared. 


Many Are Rescued. 


The collision was witnessed from 


the pilot boat Blechnmp, which was 
about two miles distant. 
The Bio- 


champ Immediately repaired to the 
spot to render assistance. The steamer 
Balkan and other vessels also drew 
near the sinking ship and made des- 
perate efforts to rescue those on hoard. 
The Blechamp picked up forty persons. 
many of whom were at the point of 
exhaustion. The Balkan resctiod thir- 
ty-seven passengers. 
In addition to 


the passengers seventeen of the crew 
were also saved. 


Officers of the steamer Balkan de- 


scribe the scene Just before the l.lban 
disappeared as a terrible one. As the 
vessel was sinking It was Inclined to 
such an angle that the masts struck 
the water, causing an eddy which made 
the work of rescue most dlflU-ult. A 
mass of human beings were clinging 
to the foundering vessel and uttered 
despairing cries as It went down. 


Boilers Explode. 


As the vessel sank the hollers ex- 


ploded. Intensifying the horrors. For 
a few moments the victims were seen 
struggling In the yea. then the waves 
closed over them and all was silent. 


The Balken launched three boats 


and the other vessels did all possible 
to save the victims In the short time 
that ehipsod between the time of the 
colllslo'n and the sinking of the Llban. 


One of the survivors gives the fol- 


lowing details of the disaster: 


"The weather was splendid when 


•we steamed out of Marseilles harbor 
and all the passengers were below at 
table when the shrieking of whistles 
gave the alarm. On coming on deck I 
saw the Insulalre approaching us at 
full speed. The captain gave several 
orders, but no attempt apparently was 
made to change the steamer's course. 
'Some of the passengers reproached 
the captain for bis negligence- In this 
matter. 


Panic Prevails. 


"When the Insulalre crashed Into 


tis a great panic prevailed on board. 
Attempts were made to lower the 
boats, but only one boat was got away, 
and In that I and a few others escaped 
to the Belchamp. As the vessel sank 
bow first the passengers took refuge 
on the after deck, which was covered 
toy an awning. This, as the 
Llban 


foundered, became a cage In which the 
passengers were caught and dragged 
down beneath the waters." 
• 
Many of tho rescued were Injured 


in the collision. The Insulalre sus- 
tained considerable damage 
to 
Its 


bows, but 
managed 
to reach port 


•safely.

Wyatt was 35 years of age and high- 


y educated, being a graduate of the 
University of Michigan. He had been

Ho leaves a wife 


and four children. His friends, both 
lore and in all parts of St. Clalr conn- 
y aro threatening retribution to tho In- 
stigators and leaders of the mob If 
.heir Identity can be established.

Mother and Child Drown. 


Men who were viewing 
the flood 


from the bridge approach told of hav- 
ing seen a man on the roof of a float- 
ing house. The. house was overturned 
by the current' and the man disap- 
peared. 


Near Madison a dike broke In the 


afternoon and a wall of water rushed 
through. 
Three women, endeavoring 


to escape, were seen to crouch behind 
a boanl fence. 
The wall of water, 


three feet high, swept the fence away, 
and only after strenuous efforts were 
two of the women saved. The third, 
Mrs. Anton, wife of a saloonkeeper, 
clasping her Infant In her arms, was, - 
according to witnesses, swept away 
and drowned. 


Houses Are Adrift, 


All Venice, Madison, 
portions of 


Granite City, and 10,000 acres of bot- 
tom land are flooded north of East St. 
Louis. 
HOIISCH have been swept from 


their foundations and sent adrift. The 
east approach to Merchants' bridge is 
reported severely damaged. 
A large 


section of the forty foot embankment 
has been eaten away where the East 
St. Louis street car line passes under 
the bridge.

Never-Ending Delight of Stroll In the 


Eternal City—Most Peculiar Con- 
struction of the Monte Festucclo— 
Some Pathetic Ruins. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


In Rome It was formerly the custom 


that the strangers acd visitors', when 
tho lenten ceremonies were over and 
Easter Sunday had come, set out upon 
their Journeylngs to other scenes. Xnw 
that Is changing, and these people :itlil 
remain, and are to he met with In tho 
Campagna, wandering In the little h!l! 
cities, or studying the quaint diatom* 
and the showy costumes of the people 
.In other more distant sites. 


It is scarcely possible to 'Issue from 


any one of the gates of the cite, which 
•are themselves most picturesque renv 
•nacts of hoary antiquity, ere scenes ot 
Interest and quaint charm meet thu 
eye. It Is not only the landscape, fat* 
clnatlng as It Is In lines and varied 
colors, when seen thioiiivi tho arch of 
the gate framing It as In a picture, that 
attracts: the people seem to prupnra 
the scene with all the picturesque be- 
longings and surroundings characteris- 
tic of tho country. 


At Porta Magglore, for Instance—» 


Thero Is scarcely any other amuse- 


ment or occupation that attracts so 
many observers as a horse race: and 
tho visitor to Roma who takes advan- 
tage of the occasion lo witness these 
races U likely to forget the scene It 
presents. That a King and a Queen 
arc among tho spectators adds Im- 
mensely to Its attraction. 


Formerly sovereigns were spectators 


of the shows prepared for them: now 
the people arc the spectators, and roy- 
alty becomes a part of the spectacle 
which the people go to see. A few 
day; ago It was well known that King 
Victor Emanuel III. and Queen Helena 
would be present at th* races, as on 
that day the Royal Derby was run. and 
henno crowds pressed out along tho 
new Applan Way to the racecourse 
near the Capannello on the left of the 
road. 


The route, apart from all other con- 


siderations, is one of t^ie most Inter- 
esting of the many Interesting roads 
around Rome.

The El Paso Herald calls atten-

United States naval station on Pug- 
et Sound Is situated near the small 
town of Bremerton. 
Uremerton has 


of late acquired a reputation for be- 
ing one of the toughest communities 
In the state. 
owing mainly to the 


giving up of the 
water front, and 


to -drinking and gambling resorts of 
disreputable 
character, under pro- 


tection and license by the t<»wn auth- 
orities. 
These resorts havo grown 


largely upon the 
patronage of the 


employes of the navy yard, and of 
the Jackles of the ships sent there 
for repairs. 


A few weeks ago. the government 


authorities notlflej the town of Ure- 
merton. that until the demoralizing 
Influences were 
abated, the naval 


station would not be used any more, 
than absolutely necessary, the ships 
bcjng sent to other yards. One cruiser 
was within a week ordered to lie In 
at San Francisco Instead of going to 
Bremerton, as previously ordered. 


Seeing that the government autnor- 


Itles meant business, the town au- 
thorities began to take counsel one 
with another. 
Seattle took a hand, 


owing to the Jeopardy in which the 
prestige of the state was placed by 
the Incident, and sent a committee 
of business men over to Bremerton, 
to talk a little wisdom Into Bremer- 
ton's ruling class. 


The result was tiiat yesterday the 


following telegram was sent to Sec- 
retary 'Moody of the navy department 
at Washington: 


"We, the Mayor and all members 


of the -city council of Bremerton, do 
hereby^agree that no licenses^ shall 
bo-Issued for any saloon on streets 
leading from the town wharf to the 
navy yard, and that If navy depart- 
ment requests, no license shall be Is- 
sued in the town of Bremerton, dur- 
ing our term of office." 


That Is prohibition, both practical 


and praiseworthy.

able, and let tho town choose between 
the great naval repair Industry and 
her dives.

The 
results at Geneva showed this very 
plainly; for spraying seven times, at 
an expense of about $10 per acre, gava 
an increased yield of 123%. bushels ot 
potatoes, and three sprayings Increas- 
ed the yield 98 y. bushels. But grow- 
ers generally think they cannot afford 
to pay the premium fdr disease insuo 
ance, through spraying since rot and 
blight do. not come, destructively, very 
often. Tho results of tho test on Long 
Island, though, indicate Uiat oven in 
sections seemingly free from disease, 
tho spraying does more than enough 
good to repay its cost. Both early and 
Into blight were absent from tho ex- 
perimental area near lUverbead, Long 
Island, yet here spraying seven times 
gave a gain of 45 bushels per acre, 
and spraying three times a gain of 
7 2-3 bushels.

TO CHECK THE MELON LOUSE 


Every year great damage is done by 


the. melon louse, which usually gets 
its work well started before It IB in- 
terfered with. 
Preventive measures 


are the first to be looked to. They 
consist of cleaning up and burning tho 
rubbish and weeds in and around tho 
melon field, especially if that field lias 
before beeu Infested by the melon 
louse. Tho young vines should-be ex- 
amined every day for the first ap- 
pearance of the lice, and the work 
of destroying them should begin aa 
soon as they are found. Spraying with 
a tobacco decoction is one of the best 
remedies known, as It Is generally 
effective and Is not likely to injure tho 
young plants. One method of making 
this decoction is to pour two gallons 
of hot water on one pound ot good 
tobacco stems and allow it to stand 
all night. This may be applied either 
In a spray pump or by means of un 
ordinary sprinkling can with very fine- 
ly-perforated "rose." Kerosene emul 
Eton is sometimes used, but care must 
be taken not to have it strong enough 
to Injure the leaves. When tho lice 
are to be smoked, tobacco may be 
burned in a saucer or pan under a 
tub or a box over the vines. Tho box 
should be left over the plants for. an 
hour or more, to Insure killing of the 


number ol tne 'Itann to the toreraan, 
•who can remedy the trouble or let tbe 
picker go.

as follows:

As 
fast as they get their stands full they 
call' their number and a tender goes 
and gets It, gives her check for samo 
and brings It to tho tables, which

field.
